2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
the claimed invention. 

Felter et al disclose static dissipative coating compositions. The compositions comprise aery he resin, choline 
methosulfate, quaternary ammonium antistat, polyglycol monoethyl ether acetone and silica (Abstract). The reference 
additionally discloses alcohols and zinc oxide (Col 2, lines 47-68; examples). 

Berbeco discloses a polymeric transparent tube coated with electrically conductive coating (Abstract) . The antistatic 
emulsion contains acrylic polymer, quaternary ammonium compound, water and additional components (Col 4, lines 20-40) 

Felter or Berbeco do not disclose the film/layer limitations required in the instant claims. Additionally, the instant 
claimed have industrial applicability in electrconductive uses.
